Elliptically, through fragments of old songs, other lives, the disintegration of the 
Chesneys' wild old Irish country- of sheep, salmon, country estates, eccentrics and real 
ghosts- is told.

Kastle has written two novels in hard cover (Simon & Schuster) and three in soft, 
and this is the equalizer.

THE BARONESS $4.50 


The second in a series of novels entitled The Light of the Just, this novel 
continues the story of the young couple introduced in The Brotherhood of the Red 
Poppy. Russian Nikolai's father has objected to his son's marriage to an intellectual 
Frenchwoman but relents when Sophie's first son dies, and takes the couple to live with 
him on his country estate. Here Nikolai works for an idealistic secret society that 
dreams of freeing Russia; the more practical and mature Sophie visits the serfs and 
tries to persuade her domineering father-in-law to better their living conditions. 

The old man's admiration of her spirit grows to a love which, as he tries to conceal 
it from himself, and from her, becomes increasingly ruthless. His tactics, his dis- 
tressed ambivalence, are shrewdly and movingly described. In many ways he is a more 
admirable character than young Nikolai who, from boredom, is unfaithful. There are 
interesting glimpses of political struggles, of the life of the serfs and the wealthy. 
But most of this story is concerned with its curious triangle. Sophie discovers 
Nikolai's infidelity and decides to leave him. The old man, whose admiration for 
Sophie has made him abandon his own daughter in her miserable marriage, is shocked 
by her suicide and Sophie, strong and just as always, forces him to accept his infant 
grandson in his household. At the book's end, there is, obviously, more to come of 
the smoothly written struggle of wills.

Varnier be- 
comes obsessed with this relationship and finds that there are several other such 
relationships in the school; he conceives a narrative built upon five sets of triads 
(each containing 2 teachers and one student bound in an uncle-nephew as well as 
teacher-pupil relationship) and, in Part One weaves back and forth within a time span 
of a few years, describing the exact locations of the people in each of these triads 
at any given moment-indicating what it is they are reading, studying, and thinking. 
Part Two covers the exact same period as Varnier thinks that his nephew Pierre ex- 
periences it, and Part Three again goes over that period as told by Jouret, the other 
uncle. Through subtle devices, we begin to realize with some horror that Varnier's 
obsession with the project and with his relationship to Pierre is driving him beyond 
the limits of integrity and that it will have a scarring effect upon Pierre. In spite

* "Only in America" could a Carl Sandburg happen - and Harry Golden has captured, 
in a completely unorthodox biography, that essentially American Carl Sandburg. Perhaps he 
is right in feeling that this is not a biography. Rather is it a tribute to a man with a 
vast capacity for friendship, a man who has touched the peaks in each of his many roles- 
poet, biographer, essayist, journalist, novelist and last but not least a speaker who stirs 
his audiences with his songs as well as his words. As one reads, one feels that the manner 
hasn't quite the stature of the matter; Harry Golden is sometimes writing as a columnist 
selecting from his scrapbook pertinent writings on Carl Sandburg. And then - of a sudden- 
there will be a thoughtfully considered, rounded study of some phase or other of the man in 
one aspect or another. His poetry takes on richer meaning. His children's stories emerge 
as part of the country's mythology. His Lincoln is so much a part of himself that it is hard 
to divorce the one from the other. His role as crusader for the rights of the underprivi- 
leged- his fearlessness as a journalist - and those facets of his early life which entitled 
him to claim this awareness all take their place in the overall picture. There is no attempt 
at a chronological record here - but at the end the reader has come to know a great man. 
"Carl Sandburg - yes." ...Dual market here- those who want to know Sandburg; those who want 
to know yet another Harry Golden. 
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Books of considerable substance- but slow sales 


In the whole lot, it is hard to find a book you can count on for swelling the till. 
There are however some books for the long haul:- John Kouwenhoven's THE BEER CAN BY 
THE HIGHWAY (Doubleday) may come to be talked about. A couple of very special gift 
books. are worth notice:- an anthology of nature writing, THE AMERICAN YEAR edited by 
H. H.- Collins, Jr. (Putnam) and for the railroad buffs, Lucius Beebe's MR. PULLMAN'S 
ELEGANT PALACE CAR (Doubleday). For the folk song contingent a delightful collection, 
FOLK SONGS OF ENGLAND, IRELAND, SCOTLAND AND WALES (Doubleday) edited by Wm. Cole. 
Geoffrey Bibby's FOUR THOUSAND YEARS AGO (Knopf) will add to the archeologically 
oriented audience. But none of these can be counted on to find their way to best 
seller. lists, without your attention.

By all accounts, the era of railroad travel graced by the endeavors of George 
Mortimer Pullman "Was the most sumptuously upholstered landfaring in the history of human 
movement". Before Pullman's day, lavish decoration was already common, but it was an ina- 
dequate substitute for the practical physical comforts provided by Pullman and his compe- 
titors to hasten the arrival of the heyday of passenger travel. Lucius Beebe, who together 
with his colleague Charles Clegg has owned at least two private railway cars, has written 
reams of powerful material about railroads and other symbols of America's Manifest Destiny 
in the post-Bellum period. In this case, at least, he can be forgiven a certain number of 
stylistic eccentricities. This time, he is certainly writing about rich millionaries, no 
matter how redundant that sounds. The excitement of the times, the impetuous individualism 
of the chief characters, and the long-range impact of deluxe travel for large numbers of 
Americans are a red-hot combination for any book. Despite the price (for which some 766 
illustrations are promised), railroading fans and Americana collectors of all ages should 
be in high glee over this one.

Boland, Charles Michael Doubleday 
THEY ALL DISCOVERED AMERICA $4.50 


Mr. Boland has written a highly entertaining and contentious book in which he 
seeks to prove that a good many people found their way to America before Columbus. He 
thinks they included some Phoenicians, some Romans, and an ancient Chinese; also a large 
number of Irish monks between the fifth and tenth centuries, and later various Vikings 
from Iceland and Greenland (among them Leif Ericsson) between the tenth and the fourteenth 
centuries; later still a Scottish nobleman and a Portuguese - all of them neglected and 
suppressed, in the opinion of the author, by historians who blindly support the principle 
of NEBC, i.e., No Europeans Before Columbus. Equally devoted to his principle, the author 
‘allows his vivid historical imagination to range unbounded; he takes the Icelandic sagas 
at their face value, and reaches firm conclusions on the basis of the scantiest archeolo- 
gical evidence and the most improbable contingencies. The result is a wildly speculative 
book which, taken in that spirit, makes good reading.

FOLK SONGS OF ENGLAND, IRELAND, SCOTLAND AND WALES 


This is more than an anthology for it is a song book for the many people who 
delight in a chance to sing songs familiar to them from childhood - or picked up as their 
interest in folk songs grew.

There are intimate scenes of chaos at breakfast, bathtime, and bed- 
time; cute anecdotes about toilet training, or how to handle an octet in restaurants, 
church or on trips; reminiscences about Mr. Molloy's courtship, first jobs and housing 
problems- along with strong advice to other parents. Mr. Molloy's opinions (that 
children need discipline; that our commercialized Christmas and TV serials are horri- 
fying; etc.,) will startle few readers of women's magazine or child-care columns. It 
is to be hoped few parents either. But his sentimentality, his odd mixture of a sense 
of blessed superiority (toward people who don't have eight children) and defensiveness 
(there is a long diatribe against people who believe in birth control because of world 
over-population) may. In spite of all the heartwarming cheerfulness, Mr. Molloy 
reminds us rather too often how much he enjoys it all.... Nevertheless, there are 
doubtless readers who will share these intimate glimpses of an harassed paterfamilias 
and his opinions.

Revolt on the Campus is a very young work by a rather young man in defense of a 
hoary crusade: the Conservative revival. To the extent that Yale-man-author Stanton Evans | 
castigates bureaucracy, statism, government spending, progressive taxation, Russian accom- | 
modationism, etc.; favors free enquiry as opposed to the Liberal orthodoxy; pumps for all- 
out martial strength and nuclear advance; salutes the anti-Keynesian shibboleths of eco- 
nomists Mises and Hayek- to these extents his whirlwind apercu of the new collegiates, 
those of the Adams-Hamilton-Burke persuasion, is a loose but lucid, spirited and swinging 
tract of the times. To the other extent, however, that he and his cronies would revive, 
sponsor or beef-up McCarthyism, jingoism, xenophobia, loyalty oaths, the Un-American 
Activities Committee and howl like beatniks until 'the last vestiges of Liberalism have 
been removed from our government'- then his stance becomes not only confused and contra- 
dictory, but inflammable as well. In between there are quotes from his contemporaries dis- 
covering individualism, authoritarian religion,- Bill Buckley, Fulton Lewis, the inner- rl 
directed man; National Review, Human Events and the controversial Operation Abolition film. 
Actually it's like a check-list of student movements and momentos: e.g. the ISI and YAF are 
pitted against the old Red favorite ISS and that big-wheel of permissiveness, the NSA; in 
short, a directory to the new up and coming, soon-to-be-in group. That's the Evans forecast, 
anyway, and one necessary for every college library, at least.

Kittinger, Capt. Joseph Dutton 
with Caidin, Martin $4.95 
THE LONG, LONELY LEAP 


The Air Force officer who has plummeted 20 miles down through space to prove 
the possibility of parachuting from stratospheric planes and rockets, telis his story 
with the aid of a popular aviation writer. "Project Excelsior" was the name given the series 
of fantastic, nearly-fatal experiments in parachute jumping from great heights. Captain 
Kittinger, an Air Force test pilot and survivor of a real emergency “bail out" froma jet 
in 1957, was the man chosen for the testing. Telling his life story briefly, he also gives 
some accounting of the history of long jumps, the medical and scientific data involved, and 
the risks which go with such a dangerous pursuit. The dramatic descriptions of the long falls 
themselves from heights as high as 102,800 feet---made more brutal because the chute itself 
is of no use until a much lower altitude is reached---are of course the book's most vivid 
sections.

LETTERS FROM AE $7.50 
This is an enchanting compilation of letters written by AE or George 

William Russell, the mystical Irish poet, friend and contemporary of Yeats, George 
Moore, Padraic Colum and all the leading literary lights of the Irish renaissance. 

$ Although he was active in the rural cooperative moment and in Ireland's tumultuous 
political affairs from 1910 to 1925, AE was essentially a mystical poet and painter, 
an incorrigible idealist, and a mild, gentle man whom many would call a bit fey. 
These definitions in no way detract from the charm of his letters. For he wrote an 
impeccable English and his correspondence reflects his sincerity, imagination and 
the purity of his high-minded spirit. Born in Ulster, he spent his mature life in 
the south of Ireland and- eminently fair to the British- hoped for and predicted the 
union of the two parts. He could not have been more wrong. The disappointment of 
his political hopes impinged not at all on his spiritual convictions, deeply in- 
fluenced as he was by Indian philosophical thought....This book is for a special 
market but it represents fine research into an important period of Irish literary 
history. Those interested in this period, as well as those interested in the poet and 
his rather esoteric point of view, will be rewarded. 


Walker, Mickey- as told to Joe Reichiler Random House 
MICKEY WALKER, THE TOY BULLDOG, AND HIS TIMES $4.95 


Mickey Walker had, even as a youth, a power of respect for things "better" 
than he was: The Law, Religion, Parents, Marriage. But (if we are to believe the 
memoirs he has "told to" Joe Reichler), he managed to lead an almost totally amoral 
life for many years. The tough kid from Elizabeth, N.J. was expelled from parochial 
school for fighting, then defied his father by turning to professional boxing as a 
livelihood (yet later dissuaded both his brother and his sons from entering the ring). 
, Having taken his first title- welter-weight, 1922- he straightaway let it go to his 
/ head: "Fame and fortune at 25. I wasn't equipped mentally for it and I made mistakes." 
_ How many mistakes becomes evident as we see the Toy Bulldog carousing through Pro- 

* hibition picking up the tab for every manner of hanger-on -- often breaking training 
and then nearly killing himself getting back in shape for a fight. Looping-the-loop 
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through a succession of businesses, real estate investments, and associations with 
Broadway and Hollywood, he destroyed numerous marriages and alienated Boxing Commissions. 
All the while, he reveled in all sorts of close calls with the underworld, short of 
actually throwing a fight. When he finally retired from the ring, he was able to expose 

a long-suppressed desire to paint, and won a fair reputation as a "primitive". His ethical 
shortcomings belong to the “era of wonderful nonsense" in which many men strayed. Now ap- 
parently he has evolved into a solid citizen, and it is difficult to blame him for past 
misdeeds. Retrospectively,he is a fairly endearing character despite his cavalier attitude 
toward morality.

The author examines the 
changing composition and function of the House and its members; he gives short biographical 
sketches of some of its more eminent leaders and skillfully analyses resultant legislative- 
executive relations. Of particular significance is that portion of the book devoted to the 
development of the committee system. Other chapters deal with House rules, House-Senate 
relations, the role played by the parties, and the nature of the legislative process. The 
book is a valuable, if somewhat dry, compendium of facts and occasional interpretation.

The Super-Americans,is subtitled "A Picture of Life in The United States, as 
Brought into Focus, Bigger than Life, in the Land of the Millionaires - Texas." Ever 
since Texas was supplanted by Alaska as the largest State, Lone Star Staters have had to 
cast about for a new peg upon which to hang their traditional braggadocio. It is not 
really enough for them that "the life-style in Texas is marked by bravado, zest, optimism, 
ebullience, and swaggering self-confidence...The incessant repetition of the tribal chant 
singing out their uniqueness and superiority produces in the natives the expected result: 
they begin to believe their own publicity..." And so they combine a good tax break with 
philanthropic impulses and finance some of the most lavish cultural centers in the South; 
their civic leaders exhibit a most disarming pro bono publico attitude; and their merchant 
princes are exemplified by "Mr. Stanley" Marcus, "a one-man definitive oracle on what 
constitutes good taste in all Texas," who stands at the pinnacle of salesmanship with 
Neiman-Marcus, "the most noted commercial ornament of the Southwest". This is the story 
of Dallas, prim as a 19th century schoolmarm; of San Antone, relaxed and friendly; of 
Fort Worth and Houston and Muleshoe and places in between, places where even the really 
affluent work hard, and of them it is said "the last thing he wants is for anybody to call 
him one of the idle rich".

Buss, Claude A. Doubleday 
THE ARC OF CRISIS $5.95 


The chief virtue of this book is that it takes a hard look at why America 
is unpopular in Asia. Although the author does not discount the bad effects of local 
American behaviour - whether of businessmen, missionaries, tourists, soldiers, or 
diplomats - he thinks the major reasons are to be found in American foreign policy. 
For too long we were unwilling to risk offending France or the Netherlands by taking 
a forthright stand for Asian nationalism - a nationalism which is not our enemy, but 
our strongest ally against Communist infiltration. Moreover, in our own relations 
with the Philippines both before and after their independence in 1946, our economic 
imperialism stirred resentment even in this singularly friendly country. The author 
is glad we are coming to realize that neutralism in Asia is a healthy and natural 
development, and he criticizes our long-standing habit of supporting rightest 
cliques and sychophantic pro-Americans in our sphere of influence, as in Korea, 
Thailand, and South Vietnam. Asians, he argues, know much more about American aid 
than the ordinary American; one of the things he knows is that much American aid 
goes from one American pocket book to another in that the aid consists chiefly of 
American-made goods. The Asian resents our expectation of his gratitude, for he 
rightly feels that we are acting not from altruism but from self-interest. The book 


-is full of useful information of Asian political realities not normally encountered

Dabrohua, Eleanor & Brennan, Ray Doubleday 
CHRONICLE OF A CRIME: 7he Larry Lord Motherwell Story $3.95 


In the summer of 1958, Eleanor and Castro Dabrohua, a middle-aged couple, 
received a telegram that Castro's older sister, Pearl, 72, was running off to get 
married and honeymoon on a yacht. Although Pearl had foibles (i.e. faults) and was 
susceptible (i.e. vain), still her "bridal trip", as the press called it, with 
$38,000 in securities and her jewels, seemed suspect although at first it was diffi- ~ 
cult to rouse an alarm, equal to that of the Dabrohuas, in the police. Finally the 
Bureau of Missing Persons in Washington, D.C., where Pearl had lived, assigned several 
to the case, while Eleanor kept a day by day diary on which this chronicle is based. 

A first definite lead was a Georgia motel reservation- in the name of Dr. & Mrs. 
Motherwell, and Larry Lord Motherwell, while not a doctor, had been her neighbor for 
several years. He was also an established ex-convict, confirmed liar and fraud, with 
@ penchant and attraction for women. The case, before it came to court a year later 
with the evidence of Pearl's remains, also turned up other dubiosa in his past:- the 
sudden death of a previous wife; the fact that he had murdered, and buried as a dog, 
their Mongoloid child; and other victims of his charm... While the records here are 
complete and presumably exact, the tone is personal- not professional, in spite of 
Ray Brennan's assistance. And whereas it is easy to understand Mrs. Dabrohua's 
involvement in the case, it is hard to share it- it is not a very interesting

Lagrange, Frances & Doubleday 
Murray, William § FLAG ON DEVIL'S ISLAND $4.95 


This is the life story of Francis Lagrange, who was discovered by an American 
in 1959 because of Lagrange's interesting, primitive but spectacular pictures of con- 
vict life in the penal colony where he spent 15 years. Lagrange's story, in his own 
words, is roughly divided between the time he spent in the colony and his career as 
an artist and counterfeiter which led to his internment there. While what he has to 
say about the now liquidated Devil's Island is interesting- and surprising (there were 
few injustices, abuses, or atrocities- and earlier accounts have been grossly sensa- 
tionalized), still the first half of the book which follows his quixotic romantic and 
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criminal career is far more absorbing. After an interrupted marriage to a German girl 
and his deportation back to France, Lagrange tried to make a living as an artist, failed, 
and was disastrously in debt in an attempt to live up to the tastes of two mistresses. 

He drifted into counterfeiting when asked to duplicate rare stamps, went on into counter- 
feit money (British and American- far easier), and his great coup and chef d'oeuvre was 
the replica of a Fra Filippo Lippi triptych (a work of some months- at night) in the 
Cathedral of Rouen, which was later taken from the walls and sold to a California million- 
aire, while his own replaced the original. The detection of the fraud, after the 1929 
crash, and his later counterfeiting of French notes led to luis arrest and imprisonment- 
serving concurrent sentences... Perhaps minor annals of crime and punishment, but unusual.

THE BEER CAN BY THE HIGHWAY $4.50 


Essays on What is "American" about America 


* Is ours, asks Kouwenhoven, "a society whose values are primarily shaped by 
science and technology?" And he answers himself: "To the extent that it is so, it is 
something new under the sun, and makes unprecedented demands upon those who do its work, 
direct its dynamic forces, and give artistic expression to its aspirations and doubts." 
The Beer Can by the Highway is a series of ten essays evolved from speeches, lectures, and 
magazine articles by a Columbia University professor who takes seriously the threat to 
civilization typified by "the degree to which criticism of the arts is replacing the arts 
themselves as a source of artistic inspiration". He upholds the Emersonian ideal of 
“original perception and original action" through which a society may make the best of it- 
self and its attributes. He provides a superlative comparison between Coleridge's dichotomy 
of mechanic and organic and his own preferred concept of the "dynamic tensions between 
vernacular and cultivated influences". He exhorts his countrymen to apply more realistic 
principles to education: "No society, least of all an industrial one, can master its 
enemies- or itself - if it depends for leadership on men and women who are lopsidedly 
trained". This collection represents a refreshing antidote to all the cries for a sense 
of national meaning or a target of national unity. The theme here is "America, take 
thyself at face value", and the emphasis is on process as an acceptable way of life. No 
book of this kind is ever conclusive, of course -- precisely because its very subject is a 
process - but Kouwenhoven is sensible in offering the doctrine that the new democratic 
goose must certainly have come before the golden eggs of technological abundance and the 
profligacy that has been a recurring national despair.

Thorne, Jim Doubleday 
OCCUPATION: ADVENTURE $3.95 


The author of this readable book is one of the fortunate few who have managed 
to make a living out of what they most want to do, even though this is not in the line of 
ordinary commercial enterprise. Major Thorne wanted to make a living out of adventure, and 
he has. With a friend he formed a company called Adventure, Inc. after the last war, and 
they began to sell their underwater photography to advertising agencies. They also made 
films in which Thorne was seen riding the back of a giant turtle or getting a lift from a 
shark. For these shots they worked in the clear waters of the Florida Keys, but the repu- 
tation Thorne had thus gained as a diving photographer eventually took him to the Antarctic 
under the auspices of the United States Navy to test and photograph a device for keeping 
large areas of surface water free of ice. Unable to resist almost any offer of adventure, 
the author went on a survival test in the New Zealand bush while waiting for his icebreaker 
to Antarctica and found that experience more trying than all his encounters with sharks and 
baracudas in tropical waters. The reader becomes an enthusiastic armchair adventurer in 
spite of himself.

Atherton, Lewis Indiana University Press 
THE CATTLE KINGS $6.95 


Paralleling to some extent Mari Sandoz' The Cattlemen (to which the author 
gives due credit), this carefully documented book deals less with the legends and 
minor characters of the Western cattle kingdom than it does with its rulers, the men 
who made and lost fortunes in cattle and left their mark on the American West lying 
between Texas and Montana. The region is a vast one and the cattle kings were no 
pygmies. Dealing in land, politics, high finance as well as cattle, some of them 
were men of great ability and basic integrity, such as Charley Goodnight and John 
W. Iliff, with ranches spread over the West, and Richard King of Texas. Others 
managed ranches, like those of the Matador Company, for foreign entrepreneurs (many 
of whom were Scotsmen); still others were speculators of dubious financial morals, 
like Alexander Hamilton Swan, who played for millions and lost. Owen Wister in 
The Virginian, Russell and Remington in their paintings, today's paperbacked "Westerns" 
and TV programs, make the cowboy a figure of romance and neglect the men who hired 
him and their problems, which were many: drought and cowboy strikes; cattle fever and 
the difficulties of finding good ranch managers and bosses; the panic of 1873 and the 
blizzard of 1886; finally, the incursion of settlers, which brought about the "Little 
War of Johnson County” and the end of the open range. Containing little glamour and 
much neglected history, this excellent book will appeal to students of the West,Old and 
New, and to addicts of history who prefer fact to fireworks; it belongs in all com- 
prehensive collections of Western Americana. Bibliographical notes. Index.

THE TROUBLE WITH WOMEN IS MEN $3.95 


Dorothy Roe mounts her soap box as she thrashes out in militant style against 
the assaults of H. L. Mencken, Philip Wylie and Lee Mortimer. A little late on the 
scene to dispute the great satirist of the twenties and the verbose rebel of the for- 
ties? Perhaps - but apparently Miss Roe feels that their criticism is still a potent 
weapon in the hands of today's male dissenter. In a man's world which gave rise to 
the unique feminine creature of the twentieth century, Modern Woman has responded to 
her new roles with remarkable success and sanity. Much of what the author "reveals" 
concerning the trapped housewife, the guilt-ridden working mother, the unmarried 
career woman is hackneyed and repetitious, but her high spirited pull-no-punch de- 
fense adequately compensates. The book will hold you - from the colorful if exagger- 
ated vignettes of American family roles to the gossipy tidbits on famous and success- 
ful career women to her heated solutions climaxed by a new feminine bill of rights. 
Who are the spinsters, widows and grandmas of the 1960s? are clubwomen flighty? do 
housewives lead pushbutton lives? Those with traditional stereotypes are forced to 
take another look. Those who have had a good look will find this a bit superficial - 
though animated and quite entertaining.

A naturalist of note, who died as this stupendous labor of love reached its 
completion, Collins brought together a treasury of nature writing compassing geogra- 
phically North America from ocean to ocean, and tapping resources from some 87 writers, 
going back to the Plymouth Colony and up to the present. Naturalists are largely 
represented- but other sources include diaries, letters, travel journals, even official 
reports. The material is arranged under the four seasons, and roughly within these 
sections follows a route of the opening up of the American land. One gets passages 
of sheer beauty, records of changes wrought by man as well as the seasons, climate and 
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the forces of nature. Assaults on virgin soil, alterations in the balances of nature - 
and the slow approach to preserving natural sanctuaries - add up to a unique angle to 


conservation. The contributors range from Thoreau to E.B.White on Walden Pond; from *# 


Washington Irving on Season of Plenty on the Columbia and Rachel Carson on Migrants of 
the Spring Sea; from Marquette's discovery of the father of waters- and regret that he 
made no Indian converts,to William 0.

BORING A HOLE IN THE SKY $5.95 


The veteran fighter pilot who, during World War II, entertained millions with 
his God [s My Co-Pilot, now presents an autobiography which makes as interesting a history 
of flying as a story of adventure. Scott, who flew in the old Army Air Corps in the U.S. 
and Panama in the 30's, joined Claire Chennault's Flying Tigers in an unofficial capacity 
in the war-ridden Burma jungles of 1942. His flying exploits there earned him fame, de- 
corations, and the material for his popular World War II book. Naturally the same period 
of time occupies much of his attention at present. But his boyhood, his early flying, and 
his post-War involvements as a NATO organizer, jet pilot, then Air Force Public Relations 
Director, provide new and highly interesting material. Scott's story parallels the growth 
of military flying from a minor activity in 1930 to the powerful jet-eand-rocket asy 
it is today. Thus his own story is made doubly interesting. Very readable. 


Bredvold, Louis L. University of Michigan 
THE BRAVE NEW WORLD OF THE ENLIGHTENMENT $3.95 


What kind of creature is this natural man has been a question of philosophical 
thought since classical times. This book examines major episodes in the continuing 
search for the true philosophy of human nature since 1700: the Enlightenment's rejection 
of the juridical doctrine of the Law of Nature and all its assumptions; the substitution 
of doctrines based on a scientific study of man and a sentimental belief in the natural 
goodness of man; Burke's rejection of these substitutes and reaffirmation of the ancient 
doctrine. Under each doctrine are considered the solutions and contributions of the great 
philosophers and social theorists: the political absolutism of Hobbes, the absolute bureau- 
cracy of Helvetius, the sentimental views of Culverivel and Shaftesbury and Rousseau, 
Godwin's belief that man is naturally good and that the evil we find in him is due to 
external influences, and the critics of the revolutionary philosophers--especially Edmund 
Burke who leads us back to the conscience of mankind. This book is not simply a catalogue 
of varied opinions about the nature of man, but an intelligent integration of ancient 
thought and modern ideas and needs. Although this book is written for the intelligent 
reader, its interest would not be great to anyone who tries to read it without any back- 
ae in — and social history. Good supplementary reading for philosophy students.

THE CIVIL WAR AT SEA: Vol. II $6 .00 


The second volume in a very important,definitive history of the Civil War as it 
was fought at sea tells the story of the River War from March 1862 to July 1863. In hund- 
reds of pages of closely documented, scholarly, lively writing, it tells how the North 
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finally managed to gain control of New Orleans, then the Mississippi, and to split 
the Confederate States in two. In this telling, it covers not only a vital part of 
the Civil War, but covers some of this nation's most thrilling and inspiring naval 
history. The story opens not on the rivers however, but in Maryland. The story 

of the two ironclads---Monitor and Merrimac--of the battle they never really fought, 
and of the sinking of the former in a storm with the loss of the latter by scuttling, 
set a much-romanticized sea duel aright. Then the action moves to the South, to 
David Farragut's famous siege of New Orleans with the mightiest U.S. fleet ever 
assembled until then, to the Mississippi fighting, the struggle for Mobile Bay, and 
the final hard drive on up to Vicksburg in the summer of 1836. The book is an ex- 
cellent one, and individually or as part of the entire series, belongs on the 
shelves of every Civil War buff, historian, or lover of sea tales. Provided with 
copious scholarly notes in the back, enhanced by illustrations.

Parsons, Louella Putnam 
TELL IT TO LOUELLA $3 .95 


Louella 0. Parsons, by her own report, was the newspaper world's first 
motion picture columnist. That profession has placed her on highly intimate terms 
with the affairs of almost all of history's great screen stars. Claiming that [he 
Gay [lliterate (published during World War II) was her actual autobiography, she 
says the current book is "less about me and more about the famous and infamous". 
Louella's town is, of course, Hollywood, whose "citizens live under a microscope”. 
She would have us believe that being a movie star is one of the world's most arduous 
(if also fabulous) careers. With only slightly restrained pathos, she tells us again 
and again how and why it is difficult for stars to stay married, raise families, 
and live like normal people. Her book, like her columns, is a mite on the conver- 
sational side, but her vignettes will bring tears to the eyes of many an ardent 
movie fan. Hardly a top star of recent memory is missing - Tyrone Power, Frank 
Sinatra, Elvis Presley, Joan Crawford, MM, Lana Turner, Rita Hayworth, and many a 
producer, director, or combination of all three.

Still, no one can question the writer's obvious de- 
votion to the burly, bulky patriarchal presence; her ability- in a few scenes- to 
spotlight his likes (animals versus people; Paris and Venice- his hometowns, versus 
New York and Westport), his fondness for "the kraut (Marlene Dietrich), caviar and 
champagne", for circuses, races, fights, his taste in great books, art, etc..

WILSON'S NIGHT THOUGHTS $4.50 


This is a chronologically arranged collection of prose and poetry (the earliest 
here, dating from 1917-1919) characterized by spontaneity and wit. The most recent 
material is published for the first time in this collection, but many of the older pieces 
are taken from Poets, Farewell! and Note-Books of Night. Among the more recent verse are 
short epigrams, a rhyming cross-word, funny "Anagrams on Eminent Authors", "Easy Exercises 
in the Use of Difficult Words", and a few rather long, tongue-in-cheek poems using amphi- 
sbaenics (backward rhyme) throughout- a fierce intellectual exercise familiar to certain 
20th-century poets. There are a few serious prose selections here and an intimate and 
moving poem from 1942, "On Editing Scott Fitzgerald's Papers". The nature of the materials 
included add up to splotchy reading. For Wilson followers, who are fondly familiar with 
his writing, this offers some delightful insights.

Bullis, Harry A. McGraw-Hill 
MANIFESTO FOR AMERICANS $4.50 


The propositions that should dictate the behavior of Americans as they move 
forward to meet the challenge of the twentieth century, with which Mr. Bullis is concerned 
in this book, have received much attention. The need for a treatise that gives shape to 
our changing society is great. But it cannot be said that Mr. Bullis has been altogether 
successful in his attempt. His analysis of the promises of the American creed is neither 
profound nor a mature product of our generation. His grasp of our role in the twentieth 
century is accurate, and he discusses the educational system and the need for foreign aid 
and investment brilliantly. But his occasional insight is hampered by his bland acceptance 
of meaningless ideological phrases and cliches: he emphasizes the proposition that freedom 
is indivisible (thus blinding him to the real differences between the Soviet Union, Spain, 
and Red China), and he repeatedly refers to a poorly conceptualized Russia that is not con- 
cerned with benefits for the worker. The book's value derives from the author's fine pre- 
sentation of economic conditions.

The Golden Door is a feminine resort in southern California fashioned in the style 


of the Ancients, the Aztecs, the Hindus and the South Sea Islanders and featuring herb 
baths, temzecal vapor rooms, oil massages, a "natural" diet and exercises prescribed by 
Leonardo da Vinci. For the weary woman who longs for the pampered pleasures of such a bac- 
chanal but can ill afford the four-hundred-dollars-per week entrance fee, or the take-home 
"sine wave facial machine" ($450), the author has designed a do-it-yourself regimen of 
floral baths, (homemade bath oils are the best), milk baths, sunbaths (on an easy-to-build 
solarium) food maquillage and offbeat diets, all of which can surely be followed in any 
suburban backyard. The best sources of cosmetic and dietary needs is the supermarket, the 
health foods store and in some cases a homegrown herb garden.

Based on the author's study of curricula and textbooks in Soviet and Amer- 
ican public schools this book proposes to show that not only are American schools 
lagging behind Russian schools in teaching the sciences but in the area of the hu- 
manities as well. He makes comparisons in the fields of reading, literature, foreign 
languages, history and geography and finds that, for example, in the reading program 
for the first four grades the content and vocabulary of Soviet readers are far superior 
to American readers which he considers “insipid, trivial and devoid of either pleasure 
or profit". In each of the areas te chooses to deal with the author concludes that 
Soviet students are better trained than their American counterparts and that this 
superiority is a characteristic of European education in general - especially in the 
field of foreign languages. His suggestions for improvement are troad: a strengthen- 
ing the curriculum and intensifying the quality of textbooks.

RUSSIAN THEATER: From the Empire to the Soviets £7.50 


It is hardly surprising that many contemporary surveys of Russian theater 
attempt to unearth some common denominator between conditions today and those that 
prevailed when Stanislavsky was in his prime. Those who love the arts, Slonim among 
tnem, apparently still hope that Russian drama will revive from the whited sepulchre 
of "socialist realism". He shows that from the beginning "Russian theatrical life 
was dependent on the throne and was made an affair of state" and traces the procession 
ci empires and administrations in which the arts could hardly have flourished in the 
Kurasian colossus had they not been patronized, subsidized and controlied by the 
government. While Slonim is obviously not in favor of "socislist realism", he also 
Fails to make one distinction. In the past Western Europes1 influence played a vital 
part, if not a dominant one. Germans, Italians and Frenchmen competed for power on 
che entire artistic scene. But since the Communists have destroyed the working 
effectiveness of outside elements and banned those elements as “Formalist" or worse, 
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little is left to Soviet artists but a reliance on folklore themes or the Party leitmotif- 
"Soviet man, the greatest in all history, must be enshrined in literature for the edifi- e 
cation of all". How then is there hope that Russian authors can break the bonds of 

"insipid uniformity", of "naked black and white tendentiousness"? If Soviet repertory is 
glorified as the one and only goal of Soviet art, and the price of deviation is the neck 

of the artist, Slonim fails to supply any very good clues as to the source of his hopes. 

There are, on the other hand, some ry meritorious passages in this book, his lucid 

comments on the "Method", and his historical coverage of many authors important to overall 
development of the pattern but little remembered taday.
